In the development of the out- 
lying boroughs alone. there have n 
created problems of, protection that in- 
volve miles of newly_ developed streets 
and many new residéntial and business 
communities ,that have "shack gamerhaaes into 
bein almost overnight. 

0 guard.our growing city and to 
protect the lives and prope of its 
citizens there has been no ‘appreciable 
iricrease in* the police force during the 
past ten years. The/new men have been 
assigned almost exclusively ‘to.. traffic 
duty, and it is significant that thé, Police 
Commissioner in his request for 2,000 
men in the 1925 budget states that "236 
traffic officers were immediately needed 
to cover dangerous traffic~crossings 
where the public were entirely without 
protection and forty-eight ‘were . re- 
quired<for-duty in the Motorcycle: Divi- 
sion“ for the regulation of traffic. and 
the curbing of speeding and. reckless 
driving.

CHINA’S NEW. NATIONALISM. | 


The temptation.to blame a personal 
devil for apparently iné&Plicable evils 
is perhaps responsible for linking the 


name of KARAKHAN, the agile Soviet + 
‘Ambassador to China,-with the anti- 


foreign riots.in Shanghai. That“he 
has succeeded‘in captivating the imag- 
ination of, many Chinese’ officials. is 
known. Reports from Peking indicate 
that not éven the Japanese have had 
quite. as much success as this in- 
genious and Oriental Russian in play- 
ing the game of diplomacy as the 
Chinese best understand it. His véry 
name—it' means the Black Prince—adds 
lustre to his prestige, and so makes it 
easier for legends to attach to him. The 
story is that, with cynical indifference 
to the international propaganda that 
his Government has for years been en- 
deavoring to spread: about the ‘world, 
he has done everything in- his power 
to stimulate the new ‘nationalist feél- 


ing of the Chinese: students,’ and: has\

‘| growing anti-foreign sentiment...) “.

DISCOVERING THE LEAGUE. 

Having labored. thirty days to di- 
vorce’ the League’s Arms Conference 
from the very name of the League, 
Representative Burton suddenly found 
himself demanding of a stiff-necked 
colleague whether ‘he thought the Cov- 
enant ‘*a mere scrap of paper.” An 
eighteenth-century sojourner at .Ge-. 
neva has been paraphrased to the ef- 
fect that if there were no League of 
Nations, it would be hecessary to in- 
vent it, But whereas VOLTAIRE} skeptic 
though he. was, acknowledged the true 
Gop and erected at Ferney a temple 
to Him, Mr. Burron will doubtless 
continue to deny that ‘we can’ enter 
the League. ¢ 

He is, of course, aware. that Articles 
X and XVI have not functioned as in- 
tended, that the draft treaty -of 1923 
and the protocol of 1924 failed to raise 
those articles to their full stature. “No 
means ‘has yet been found to make 
thé. suppression of unrighteous war- 
fare instant and ‘automatic, though 
progress lias been steady and sure. 
What, then; did Mr. Burton mean by 
admonishing the delegate from ,Lithu- 
ania that; in case of an invasion from 
Russia, ‘* the other countries of Eu- 
rope ‘would’ not stand idly: by ’*"? 
Manifestly; his reaction’ has «been that 
of many another: who has’ lived day 
by day: in the atmosphere of the 
League and labored in the cause of 
peace with the representatives of so 
many nations. That experience leaves 
no possible doubt that the statesmen 
of the world hate war and are resolved 
by any and all Means to make it im- 
‘possible. ‘Though ft is' true- that as 
yet. the sanctions do not work, it is 
no less. true. that in another and ‘per- 
haps’ better -way’ the “League doés: 
Thosé who kndw the League as Mr. 
Burton. is coming to know it. realize 
that only its moral authority, its fa- 
cilities: for giving the cause of justice 
and peace a world-wide hearing; _pre- 
vented Mussoxint from executing an- 
other of those coups so sadly familiar 
inthe days before the war. The. mo- 
ment Russia or any ‘nation: starts 
something in that manner, the Cove- 
nant will be no scrap of paper. 

The true hindrance to progress at 
Geneva lies not in the minds and char- 
acter of the delegates assembled. but 
in political control‘at home: Finland, 
Latvia, Esthonia, «Poland and Ru- 
mania were to be permitted to conceal 
from Russia the precise state of their 
armaments: why not Lithuania also? 
Except for the strip of territory which 
Roland occupies, * she ‘also borders on 
the enemy. And when she had made 
her claim, the. delegates ‘of other 
neighbors. of Russia perforce did like- 
wise—Turkey, Persia 'and China. Like 
Mr. Burton’ in. his ettort to divorce 
the arms conference from’the League, 
they: were acting for’ Buncombe.’ All 
the more welcgme his cry from the 
héart. ‘He knows—and, in due course, 
Buricombe also will understand.

Too Cool for Cotton, Too Dry for 
Corn, With Hessian Fly and 
Foot Rot in Wheat.

The weekly weather report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture issued at Wash- 
ington yesterday in part follows: 

‘While the first half of the week was 
much too cool in ‘the eastern cotton 


‘States and very little rain-appeared over 


the belt. except in the north céntral'and: 
the more western ‘distri¢ts; cotton made 
fairly good advance in most -sections: 
The late seeded, however, was in need’ 
of rain in many places. { 

“In general, the crop made very good 
progress in Texas, except the late plant- 
ed in the central and southern portion 
of the State, where it was too dry; 
chopping .is well advanced and weevil 
damage slight. In Oklahoma progress 
and condition -were also..mostly very 
good and reports from Arkansas ranged 
from fair to excellent except from local 
areas. Conditions were generally fagpr- 
able in Louisiana. Growth ranged from 
poor to fair in Mississippi and. Alabama 
with the general condition of the crop 
mostly fair, Early cotton is withstand- 
ing the drought well in Geor a, but the 
late made poor advance with much not 
yet up. Conditions were mostly -favor- 
able in Tennessee, although it was 
rather too dry. Cotton deteriorated in 
western North Carolina and made most- 
ly unsatisfactory advance elsewhere, 
while growth was considerably retarded 
in South Carolina and rain is needed. 

“The outstanding factor in the corn 
situation is the lack of moisture and 
progress during the week, and conditions 
at the end are only fair. Helpful rains
